4. It is unlawful to operate a boat ina reckless or 
negligent manner, or while under the influ- 
ence of alcohol or drugs.

County, Maryland, and Mineral County, 
West Virginia, and the dam is built across 
the North Branch of the Potomac River eight 
miles upstream from Bloomington. 

The lake is designed to provide water qual- 
ity and flood control, water supply and rec- 
reation. The full recreation lake has a surface 
area of 952 acres, a shoreline of 13.6 miles, 
and extends upstream from the dam for 5% 
miles. Several recreation areas have been 
developed on the south side of the lake, 
including campsites, picnic tables and boat 
ramps. Access to the two Maryland overlooks 


is from Route 135 along Chestnut Grove or 
Walnut Bottom Roads. The West V: 
overlook and observation tower, site of the 
“Waffle Rock,” a unique geological feature 
with a pattern created over 300 million years 
ago, is accessible from W.Va.

THE TOWN OF ACCIDENT—FLOWERY 
VALE—Accident is located on busy Route 
219 about 5 miles north of Deep Creek Lake 
in a scenic farming valley dating back to 
1800. The oldest known structure—the 
Drane House—is being restored. The Drane 
House is one of the very few original frontier 
plantation homes remaining on Maryland's 
Tableland. It is the key to Accident's past and 
the living history of tobacco growing days in 
the uplands. Sites of the two earliest frame 
structures used by Lutheran congregations 
for church services have been marked by 
stone markers in Zion Cemetary and St. 
Paul's New Cemetary. The 73-year old yel-

low brick schoolhouse is now a handsomely 
remodeled complex, comprising the Flow- 
ery Vale Senior Center and Valley View 
Apartments. 

A lovely park and picnic pavilion, plus 
Town View Village, another apartment 
complex for the elderly, occupy the site of 
the famous Speicher Horse Barn which 
housed imported Belgian and Percheron 
horses. The historic Kaese’s Mill still stands 
along the Bear Creek-Fish Hatchery Road, 
appearing much as it did when constructed 
in 1868. 

Accident has traditionally observed the 
Fourth of July with picnics going back before 


\ a 


1900. It is the main event that serves as 
Accident's Homecoming Day, drawing large 
crowds of relatives and former residents. 
Grocery stores, library, post office, doctor 
and dentist, churches, garage and automo- 
bile dealership, service stations, schools, 
public water and sewerage systems, well- 
kept private homes, and excellent roads pro- 
vide the elements that make Accident a 
most desirable rural village. 


B&O RAILROAD STATION IN OAKLAND— 
One of the oldest stations in the country, 
this Queen Anne-style station was built in 
1884 after the B&O had developed a resort 
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clientele for Oakland and Garrett County. 
The ground the station stands on was used 
by the B&O Railroad as early as 1851. 

The Oakland station is now in the Na- 
tional Registry. It is distinguished by its in- 
cised brick, picturesque massing and the 
mixing of building materials characteristic of 
this disappearing building style. It was built 
by the Baltimore firm of Baldwin and Pen- 
nington, which constructed a similar station 
in Laurel, Maryland in 1884. 

It is located in Oakland, near the intersec- 
tion of Second and Liberty Streets. 


BRADDOCK’S TRAIL—Built by British 
General Edward Braddock's army in 1755, 
under the direction of aide-de-camp George 
Washington, the trail really is an improve- 
ment of the old Indian route, Nemacolin's 
Trail. The General died along this route 
while retreating from near Fort Duquesne 
(Pittsburgh) to Fort Cumberland, after a 
crushing defeat by a small force of French 
and Indians. 

Braddock's Trail became a major route 
west until it was abandoned in the 19th 
century with the construction of the Na- 


tional Road (Route 40). 

The Trail is most readily identified at Lit- 
tle Meadows, one of Braddock’s most impor- 
tant encampments and a site often used by 
George Washington. It is about four miles 
east of Grantsville on the north side of U.S. 
Route 40. 


CASSELMAN HOTEL—The Casselman Ho- 
tel commemorates the great days of the Na- 
tional Pike. Located on Main Street (old 
Route 40) in Grantsville, the hotel, still in 
operation, was first opened as a drover's inn 
in 1824, Many of the early features of the 
building have been preserved; to the modern 
traveler, the hotel offers all of the modern 
conveniences. The hotel has been in opera- 
tion for over 160 years and is one of the 
outstanding landmarks within Garrett 
County's boundaries. 


CASSELMAN RIVER BRIDGE—At the time 
of its construction, this was the largest sing- 
le-span stone arch bridge in the United 
States (80 feet). Built in 1813 of beautiful 
native Western Maryland stone, it served 
traffic on the nation's first Federal highway. 

Once a part of the National Pike running 
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between Cumberland and Wheeling, WV, it 
provided an improved method of transpor- 
tation for drovers, freighters, wagoners, 
horsemen, stagecoach passengers and pe- 
destrians when the western frontier was the 
Alleghenies. 

While watching its construction, people 
speculated that the bridge would collapse 
when the supporting timbers were removed. 
To avoid having the general public as an 
audience should the bridge collapse at the 
celebration planned for the removal of the 
supports, the contractor loosened them the 
night before the ceremony. The next day, he 
stood under the bridge during the ceremony 
to prove its worthiness. The graceful stone 
arch has stood for the past 178 years as one 
of Garrett County's most photogenic as well 
as historic sites. 

The bridge was closed to traffic in 1953 
and restored with funds made available by 
the State of Maryland. In 1964, the Depart- 
ment of Interior designated the bridge a Reg- 
istered Historical Landmark. 

A beautiful setting for a summer cookout 
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or outdoor get together, there is a picnic area 
with fireplaces and other facilities alongside 
the bridge. The bridge is located on Route 40 
east of Grantsville near Penn Alps. 


CHURCH OF THE PRESIDENTS IN OAK- 
LAND—AIll three of the Presidents—Grant, 
Harrison and Cleveland—who preferred 
Garrett County to any other place for their 
vacations, attended services in this stone 
building at the corner of Second and Liberty 
Streets in Oakland. For some years it was not 
used, but it is now open to the public and 
occupied by St. Matthew's Episcopal Con- 
gregation, who restored the building to its 
present handsome condition. 
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AL HERITAGE MUSEUM AND LIBRARY— 
The museum is the national headquarters of 
the Friend Family Association of America, de- 
Picting settlement of the Friend family in Gar- 
rett County, beginning with John Friend, Sr., 
founder of the town of Friendsville, the first 
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white settlement in the county. The museum 
and library offer a wide variety of artifacts asso- 
ciated with the Friend family, including the 
Col. Lester Friend Genealogical Library and 
Friendship Store. The museum is located on 
Maple Street in Friendsville and is open limited

FRIENDSVILLE—The site of the first set- 
tlement (Selbysport is the oldest town) in 
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Garrett County, Friendsville was named for 
John Friend, Sr., who came to the area in 
1765 and bought the land from the Indians. 
When the C&O Railroad was built in 1890, 
the town became an important shipping 
point for lumber products. 

Friendsville, located near Exit 4 off Route

48, along the Youghiogheny River, is now 
most noted for its very popular annual fid- 
dle and banjo competition and Friendsville 
Day summer celebration (see Calendar of 
Events). It is also the home of the Friend 
Family Association's National Heritage Mu- 
seum and Library. 


GARRETT COUNTY HISTORICAL MU- 
SEUM—The museum first opened in No- 
vember 1969 and is operated under the aus- 
pices of the Garrett County Historical 
Society, Inc. Many artifacts which are impor- 
tant to the historical and cultural develop- 
ment of Garrett County are preserved in the 
museum. Visitors are always welcome and 
many hours of delightful reminiscing await. 
The many exhibits and displays portray the 
people of Garrett County, their way of life, 
and their progression through the years. An 
Indian and military section contains artifacts 
from the USS Garrett County. The museum 
is located on Center Street in downtown 
Oakland. There is no admission charge. Spe- 
cial tours may be arranged. For information 
and hours, contact the curator at (301) 334- 
3403 or (301) 334-3226. 


GRANTSVILLE—Grantsville is located two 
miles south of the Mason-Dixon Line on 
Route 40. A pleasant community, Grants- 
ville is the heart of some of the most produc- 

tive farmland in the region. 
As the oldest and most historic section of

Garrett County, Grantsville is the site of 
many historic landmarks. For example, the 
visitor will find the Casselman Hotel, built in 
1824, It was first used by drovers and 
farmers traveling westward over the Na- 
tional Pike. Still in operation, the Casselman 
Hotel offers services to today’s traveler. 
The Casselman River Bridge, built in 1813 
on Route 40 east of Grantsville, was the 
largest single-span stone arch bridge of its 
kind at the time of construction. The bridge 
offers excellent photographic opportunities, 


as well as picnic facilities in a charming 
setting. 

One of the oldest grist mills in Garrett 
County is Stanton’s Mill, located in Grants- 
ville on Route 40. The mill dates back to 
1797 and still in operation, it is an interest- 
ing stop for any visitor. 

Grantsville also boasts Penn Alps, origi- 
nally an 1818 stagecoach stop on the Na- 
tional Road (Route 40), just east of town. 
Penn Alps is nowa restaurant and craft shop, 
which is the largest handicraft marketing 
facility in this mountain region. The Spruce 
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Forest at Penn Alps contains a “village” of 
restored log cabins, a plank shed and other 
rustic buildings which house a variety of 
artisans during the summer months, 


McHENRY—Named for Col. James Mc- 
Henry of Baltimore, who was an aide to 
General George Washington during the 
American Revolution. Dr. McHenry was a 
physician, signer of the Constitution, and 
Secretary of War under two Presidents. Fort 
McHenry in Baltimore, site of the British 
bombardment during the War of 1812, was 
also named in his honor. On Route 219 at 
McHenry, overlooking Deep Creek Lake, a 
memorial plaque has been erected honoring 
Dr. McHenry. 

The settlement was originally named 
“Buffalo Marsh” since the carcass of a large 
buffalo was found in the mud there by the 
first white men who visited the area. 

McHenry is the site of Wisp, Maryland's 
only downhill ski slope; Deep Creek Lake, 
Maryland's largest freshwater lake and center 
of the area’s recreational activities; Garrett 
Community College, a fully accredited 2-year 
learning institution; and the Garrett County 
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Fairgrounds, home of the annual County 
Agricultural Fair and many other activities. 


MOUNTAIN LAKE PARK—From 1882 until 
1942 the town was a Chautauqua-type re- 
sort, having as many as 28 hotels and board- 
ing houses in 1912. Thousands of visitors 
from all over the east would visit the Park 
every year to partake of the cool, clean moun- 
tain air and the numerous cultural, educa- 
tional and recreational activities offered by 
the Chautauqua program. Wealthy families 
fortunate enough to own their own homes in 
the Park would bring their servants, animals, 
and in later years, automobiles, via the B&O 
Railroad and spend the entire summer. Presi- 
dent William Howard Taft, William Jennings 
Bryan and the evangelist, Billy Sunday, were 
just three well-known individuals who vis- 
ited the Park and spoke before huge audi- 
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ences. Many of the musical, dramatic and 
oratorical performances were presented in a 
5,000 seat amphitheater. 

A portion of the Park with a number of 
Victorian houses has been listed in the Na- 
tional Register of Historic Places. 
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OAKLAND—‘Situated on a plateau 2,650 
feet above sea level, the county seat was 
founded 23 years before Garrett County was 
established. The main line of the B&O Rail- 
road came through Oakland in 1851 boosting 
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Historical Sites (Continued) 

the community's development as a commer- 

cial center. The railroad was also responsible 

for the popularization of the Deer Park-Oak- 

land area as a resort in the late 1800's. 
Current existing sites of interest in Oak- 

land include the Garrett County Courthouse, 


built in 1908; the Garrett County Historical 
Museum on Center Street; the B&O Railroad 
Station, "The Church of the Presidents” (St. 
Matthew's Episcopal Church) on Liberty 
Street; and the Ruth Enlow Library. See other 
entries in this book for additional informa- 
tion on other attractions. 
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“OUR FATHERS HOUSE” LOG CHURCH— 
Now a mission of the Episcopal Church, this 
is among the last log churches in the Eastern 
United States remaining in use today. Re- 
portedly built at a cost of $50, it is situated in 
a shady grove on Route 135 on Backbone 
Mountain near Altamont. 

Services are held from June 15 through 
Labor Day. Services the rest of the year are 
held at St. John’s Episcopal Church, Deer Park. 


PENN ALPS—This 1818 log building was 
built as a stagecoach stop on the National 
Road (Route 40), east of Grantsville and orig- 
inally called the “Little Crossings Inn.” It now 
serves as a restaurant and craft shop and is 
the largest handicraft marketing facility in 
the area (see display advertisement in this 
guide). The Penn Alps campus includes a 
“Village” of four log cabins, a plank shed and 
numerous other rustic buildings, including 
Revolutionary War era and 1920 log houses, 
and the 1835 Miller House, built by an 
Amish patriarch of the Casselman Valley. 
The Spruce Forest Summerfest & Quilt Show 
is held here annually in July, and the craft 
village is open May through October. 


PENNINGTON COTTAGE AT DEER PARK— 
The Pennington Cottage, located on the 
north side of the old and once-famous Deer 
Park Hotel Resort, Deer Park, Maryland, was 
designed by Mr. Josias Pennington in 1892. 
This is a large three-story summer cottage 
with fourteen rooms. 

Mr. Pennington was a member of the firm 
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of Baldwin and Pennington, prominent archi- 
tects of Baltimore. Among the buildings de- 
signed by the Baldwin and Pennington firm 
were the Baltimore Police Department Head- 
quarters, the addition to the State House in 
Annapolis, and the Passenger Car Round- 
house at Mount Clare, now the B&O Railroad 
Transportation Museum, Baltimore. 

The Pennington Cottage is located about 
three miles east of Mt. Lake Park, Maryland, 
on the south side of Route 135 on the old 
Oakland and Deer Park Road. 

In the early days of railroading, Deer Park 
played host to travelers and dignitaries from 
all over the nation. The famous Deer Park 
Hotel, built by the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road, served as the central location for vaca- 
tion and activities. Presidents Grant, Harrison 
and Cleveland came to Deer Park for summer 
holidays. 

The cottage is now in operation as the 
Deer Park Inn, a restaurant and bed and break- 
fast (see display advertisement in this guide). 


THE SANG RUN AREA—Out of its magnifi- 
cent resources the county has produced a 
book which, for a hundred years, has rated as 
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a great hunter's classic. This autobiography is 
“Forty-Four Years of the Life of a Hunter,” 
written by Meshach Browning, Maryland's 
most noted hunter. His famous rifle is now 
on display in the Smithsonian Institution. 

Meshach Browning settled in this area, 
known at one time as the "Sanging Ground.” 
His hunts in this region northwest of Deep 
Creek Lake made him a legend. 

In its very name, "Sang Run” contains a 
reminder of a plant that has long association 
with American mountain life—that is, gin- 
seng, shortened by the mountaineers to 
“sang.” Its market continues to thrive and the 


dried wild root is so valued by the Chinese for 
medicinal purposes that it draws the aston- 
ishing price of over $100 a pound! 


STANTON’S MILL—One of oldest grist 
mills in Garrett County, built in 1795 by 
Jesse Tomlinson. The mill was rebuilt in 
1856 by Perry Schultz and deeded to William 
Stanton in 1862. Stanton’s son, Eli, operated 
the mill for 43 years; the mill is still in 
operation today. The mill is located at Little 
Crossings on Route 40 near Grantsville, and 
is open Monday through Saturday from 
8 a.m. to 5 p.m. bi] 
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HISTORICAL SKETCH OF GARRETT 
COUNTY—Garrett County was created in 
1872, the last of all Maryland Counties 
created. Moreover, unless the constitutional 
provision requiring an area of at least 400 
square miles for each new county is 
amended, there will be no new counties 
formed in the future. “Laurel” was consi- 
dered as a name for the county, but local 
sentiment was overwhelmingly in favor of 
Garrett, in honor of John W. Garrett, who 
was at that time president of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad. 

The method followed in the creation of 
Garrett County is unique in Maryland his- 
tory. A permissive clause for the creation of a 
county in the area now included in the 
bounds of Garrett County was inserted in 
the constitution of 1851 (Art. 8, Sec. 2). 
Nothing was done about the matter, how- 
ever, until 1872 after two subsequent con- 
stitutions, 1864 and 1867, had provided that 
any new county must have an area of at least 
400 square miles and a population of at least 
10,000. Serious agitation for another West- 
ern Shore county began after the creation of 
Wicomico County on the Eastern Shore by 
the constitutional convention of 1867. By 


1871 it was conceded that all constitutional 
requirements had been met, and the As- 
sembly created Garrett County by act of 
April 1, 1872 (Acts 1872, ch 212). The 
bounds were fixed by the act: 

“That all that part of Allegany County 
lying south and west of a line beginning at 
the summit of the Big Backbone, or Savage 
Mountain, where the mountain is crossed 
by Mason and Dixon's line, and running 
thence by a straight line to the middle of 
Savage River, where it empties into the Po- 
tomac River; thence by a straight line to the 
nearest point or boundary of the State of 
West Virginia; then with the said boundary 
to the Fairfax stone, shall be a new county, 
to be called the County of Garrett; provided 
the provisions of this act as to taking the 
census of the people and the area of said new 
county, and the sense of the people therein, 
shall be complied with in accordance with 
the constitution of this state.” 

These boundaries consist of three straight 
lines of the west, north, and east and the 
Potomac River on the south. The southern 
boundary of the county lies on the right 
bank of the north branch of the Potomac, 
whose waters are accordingly within the lim-

its of Garrett County. The northern boun- 
dary, fixed by that part of the Mason and 
Dixon line which had no permanent 
markers, was not known exactly until the 
resurvey of that line undertaken by the 
states of Maryland and Pennsylvania some 
time later. The eastern boundary was long in 
dispute because of the difficulty of surveying 
the line required by the act. The western 
line, which also marks the common boun- 
dary of Maryland and West Virginia, could 
not be drawn exactly until the boundary 
dispute between these two states was 
settled. When all its limits were fixed, Gar- 
rett County was found to have an area of 662 
square miles, making it the second largest 
county in the state. 


HISTORY—The history of Garrett County is 
a record of peaceful settlement and devel- 
opment. No battles were fought here, yet 
most of the great events and forces of Amer- 
ican History played a part in the growth of 
the county. 

The development of several important 
roads served to open the county to settlers. 
In some instances the Indian trails were 
widened. One such trail, Nemacolin's Path, 
passed through the northern part of this 
county. General Braddock’s army, in 1755, 
followed this route and cut the first wagon 
road from Fort Cumberland through the 
wilderness to the Great Meadows near Un- 
iontown, Pennsylvania. Along this road oc- 
curred the opening battle of the French and 
Indian War when the young Colonel George 
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Washington was defeated at Fort Necessity. 
This old road remained in use for a number 
of years. 

The Old State Road (the Winchester- 
Morgantown-Clarksburg Road) built in 1789 
through Garrett County was used by settlers 
going to the new lands opened up by the 
Louisiana Purchase. 

The first great highway linking the east- 
ern and western sections of the United 
States was the Cumberland Road, which 
passed through the northern section of Gar- 
rett County near the old Braddock Road. 
This highway, built by the Federal Govern- 
ment between 1811 and 1819, soon became 
known as the National Road and today is 
part of U.S. Route 40, The town of Grants- 
ville, named for Daniel Grant of Baltimore, 
grew up along this highway. 

The Northwestern Turnpike, another 
famous east-west route, crossed the south- 
ern part of the county. It was proposed by 
George Washington and surveyed by Crozet, 
once a soldier in Napoleon's army in Egypt 
who was then engineer for Virginia. This 
famous pioneer route is now part of U.S. 
Route 50. 

Only a few settlers came into the area 
before the Revolution. John Friend Sr. and 
his brothers established the first permanent 
settlement, “Friend’s Fortune,” at the 
mouth of the Youghiogheny River, now the

town of Friendsville, in 1765. The noted 
hunter Meshach Browning describes the 
early days of pioneer life in his book, "Forty- 
Four Years of the Life of a Hunter.” 

The building of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad through the mountains in the 
1850's had an even greater effect on the 
growth of the county than the coming of the 
highways. After the construction of the rail- 
road through the southern part of the 
county, new farm lands were cleared, timber 
and coal resources were developed, and 
towns were built along the route. Oakland

was laid out in 1849 near the little settle- 
ment of McCarty’s Mill. Bloomington was 
laid out in the same year as a coal mining 
center, and Swanton grew up as a shipping 
point for lumber. 

After having been part of Allegany 
County for 83 years, Garrett County was 
formed in 1872. Oakland, the commercial 
center for the southern area, was chosen as 
the county seat. The county was named for 
John W. Garrett of Baltimore, who, as presi- 
dent of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, had

Garrett County History (Continued) 


done much to further the development of 
the area. During his presidency, the railroad 
built large summer resorts in Deer Park and 
Oakland. Deer Park became a resort for the 
wealthy before 1900. President and Mrs. 
Cleveland spent a week of their honeymoon 
there in 1886. The town of Mt. Lake Park 
was organized in 1881 as asummer religious 
and cultural center. After 1900 Garrett 
County's popularity as a summer resort de- 
clined, but the coming of Deep Creek Lake 
and the State Parks reversed the trend. 


Coal and lumber have always been impor- 
tant industries in the County with the 
communities of Kitzmiller, Shallmar, Vin- 
dex, Kempton, and Jennings developing as 
mining centers, and Friendsville and Crellin 
as lumber and coal areas. Grantsville and 
Accident have remained primarily agricultu- 
ral centers. 

The Garrett County Historical Society was 
organized in 1941 under the leadership of 
the late historian Captain Charles E. Hoye, 
who edited its quarterly publication, the 
Glades Star. The magazine circulates through 
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Single Parent Homemaker Program 
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out the United States to more than 500 
members and has been continuously pub- 
lished for 40 years. The Society maintains its 
own building on East Center Street in Oak- 
land, the Garrett County Historical Mu- 
seum, Mrs. Beth Friend, curator. 


GEOGRAPHY —Garrett County is located in 
the extreme western section of Maryland. It 
is bordered on the north by Pennsylvania 
and on the west and south by West Virginia. 
Roughly triangular in shape and containing 
662 square miles, it is the second largest 
county of Maryland in land area. The Po- 
tomac River forms the southern boundary 
and meanders irregularly north-eastward to 
the Allegany County line. The 1980 popula- 
tion is approximately 40 persons per square 
mile. It is among the more sparsely popu- 
lated counties in the state of Maryland. 
The topography of Garrett County is lar- 
gely mountains. All of the county lies within 
the Appalachian Plateau. The average eleva- 
tion of the county is 2,300 feet above sea 
level. There are five main mountain ridges: 
Backbone Mountain, Savage Mountain, 
Meadow Mountain, Negro Mountain and 
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P. O. Box 375, Oakland, MD 21550 
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Winding Ridge. The highest point in the 
county is Backbone Mountain, 3,360 feet. 
The lowest point, 900 feet, is in the middle 
of Savage River where it empties into the 
Potomac. 

There is a continental divide in Garrett 
County. It runs along the crest of Backbone 
and Meadow Mountains; the water flowing 
down the east slope goes into the Chesa- 
peake Bay via the Potomac River. The water 
on the west slope flows into the Gulf of 
Mexico, via the Youghiogheny, Monon- 
gahela, Ohio, and Mississippi Rivers. The 
main tributary of the Potomac is the Savage 
River on which a large flood control dam was 
built. The Casselman River is the main tribu- 
tary of the Youghiogheny. 


ECONOMY—Garrett County is predomi- 
nantly a farming community. Most of the 
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privately owned land is used for farming. 
The area around Deep Creek Lake and the 
various towns are exceptions. 

Deep mining and strip mining occur in 
the basins of the Upper Potomac, Cassel- 
man, Upper Youghiogheny, Lower Youghi- 
ogheny and in other areas of the county. 

The area's mountainous terrain combined 
with Deep Creek Lake provides many oppor- 
tunities for both summer and winter sports; 
therefore, recreation is a major factor in the 
county's economy. 

A number of industries are located 


throughout the county. In 1970 the firm of 
Bausch and Lomb built a large plant in the 
county. The firm became operational in 
1971. 


INCORPORATED TOWNS—There are eight 
incorporated towns in Garrett County; Acci- 
dent, Deer Park, Friendsville, Grantsville, 
Kitzmiller, Loch Lynn Heights, Mountain 
Lake Park and Oakland. They provide var- 
ious services within their jurisdiction and 
levy property taxes to meet their expenses. 
Each town has a mayor and council chosen 
in nonpartisan elections. County voting reg- 
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istration does not include municipal voting 
privilege, and municipal elections are not 
held simultaneously with county and state 
elections. Citizens should consult their mu- 
nicipal authorities to determine where and 
when to register for municipal elections and 
when elections are held. x

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Camping in Maryland State Parks 

Occupancy may take place between the 
hours of 8 a.m. and 11 p.m. Campers are not 
permitted to enter the camping area after 11 
p.m. Check out time is 3 p.m. Pets are not 
allowed in State Parks with the exception of 
Big Run State Park's unimproved campsites 
and at a limited number of campsites at Swal- 
low Falls State Park. Big Run, Casselman and 
New Germany are closed March 1, 1991 
through June 30, 1991. 


Trailers 
Camping trailers up to 29 feet in length are 
permitted. House trailers are not permitted. 


Improved Campgrounds 

Each campsite allows sufficient room to park 
one car and a camping trailer, or to park one car 
and erect a tent up to 16’. (Sometimes off-site 
parking is necessary.) A picnic table and grill are 
provided at each site, and drinking fountains 
and water spigots are located nearby. Camping 
areas contain centrally located washhouses, 
equipped with toilets, lavatories and showers 
with hot water available. Laundry tubs are avail- 
able in some parks during summer. Deep Creek 
and Swallow Falls State Parks will accept spe- 
cific site reservations up to one year in advance. 
Unimproved Campgrounds 

These sites also allow ample room for the 
parking of one car and a camping trailer, or the 
erection of a tent; however, in some areas 
off-site parking may be necessary. Tables and 
fireplaces are available and a source of water 
and a comfort station are within walking dis- 
tance. Comfort stations are equipped with 
toilets only. 
Cabins 

Cabins may be reserved for one week inter- 
vals from Memorial Day through Labor Day 
and for two night minimum stays for all other 
months of the year.

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While in the past a lottery was held for the 
use of state park cabins, now prospective cabin 
renters may directly call the park to make those 
reservations. Reservations will be taken on a 
first-come, first-served basis from 8:30 a.m.- 
4:00 p.m., Monday through Friday, excluding 
holidays. Reservations may be made one cal- 
endar year in advance of the desired rental date. 
Some cabins are handicapped accessible. 

Reservations must be accompanied by a 
non-refundable deposit of $50.00 and may be 
comfirmed with a Visa or MasterCard number. 

Individuals may reserve a maximum of two 
cabins for the period of Memorial Day through 
Labor Day. For Fall, Winter, Spring (Septem- 
ber-May) reservations, individuals may reserve 
as many cabins as they want, depending upon 
availability. In either case, the person making 
the reservation(s) must provide names, ad- 
dresses, number of people and telephone 
numbers for each of the reservations made. For 
more information, please call the specific cabin 
park.

Camping in Maryland State Forests 

Maryland State Forests have primitive 
campsites only, without man-made improve- 
ments. Camping permits must be secured 
from the forest manager. Pets are permitted in 
Maryland State Forests. 

Season: Open all year; Unlimited camping 
hours. Quiet time, 11 p.m. 


GARRETT STATE FOREST—Mountain for- 
ests, streams and valleys make up the 7,400 
acres in Garrett State Forest. In 1906 the Gar- 
rett brothers of the B&O Railroad fame gave 
the State of Maryland 2,000 acres of forest land 
providing that a state forestry department be 
established to manage the area. The donated 
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area was originally named Swallow Falls State 
Forest. The name was changed in 1976 to 
Garrett State Forest in honor of the donors. 
Within the Forest are the two oldest State 
Parks in Maryland. These are Herrington 
Manor and Swallow Falls State Parks. 


Swallow Falls State Park contains three var- 
ied waterfalls: Muddy Creek Falls, Maryland's 
largest; Swallow Falls, certainly one of the 
state's most beautiful; and the tranquilly be- 
guiling little Tolliver Falls. 


POTOMAC STATE FOREST—This Forest 
contains 12,400 acres of trees, streams and 
wildlife. It is located along Backbone Mountain 
near the headwaters of the historic Potomac 
River. The terrain is rugged with elevations 
ranging from 1,800 feet along the Potomac to 
2,960 feet on Backbone Mountain. This steep 
gradient gives rise to numerous fast falling 
brooks and streams which feed the river. Sev- 
eral of the larger streams are Schell, Laurel, 
Lostland Run, and Crabtree Creek. 


The possibilities for recreation in the Forest 
are for the most part of a primitive nature. It 
offers scenic vistas, camping, hunting, fishing 
and nature appreciation. 


SAVAGE RIVER STATE FOREST—This is the 
largest of Maryland's State Forests and con- 
tains almost 53,000 acres of trees, streams and 
wildlife for your enjoyment. This Forest is lo- 
cated in Garrett County and forms part of the 
Appalachian Plateau. Within the Savage River 
Forest are two State Parks—New Germany and 
Big Run. These are developed recreational areas 
offering house-keeping cabins, picnicking, im- 
proved campsites and other facilities. Also 
within the Forest is the 525 acre Savage River 
Reservoir. 


The Forest offers camping, hiking, sightsee- 
ing, fishing, hunting and winter sports. Ml
